PURPOSEiTo stably accelerate an agglutination reaction even with a smaller reaction liquid arKl to 
decrease the volumes of the buffer soln.. specimen and reagent necessary for measurement by 
dispensing the buffer soln., reagent and specimen into a reaction vessel, then shaking and stimng the 
vessel. CONSTrnJTtON:The buffer soln. is fractionally collected from a buffer soln. vessel 52 by a 
fractionally collecting and dispensing device 100 Into a specimen vessel 202 transferred by a rack 
moving device 210 to a prescribed position and is dispensed Into the reaction vessel 12. The 
specimen is fractionally collected from the vessel 202 and rs dispensed into the vessel 12 by a 
fractionally collecting and dispensing device 140. The reagent is then dispensed ^m a reagent 
vessel 92 into the vessel 12 by a fractionally collecting and dispensing device 142. The vessel 12 
dispensed with the buffer soln., the specimen and the reagent is shaken to sir these liquids by moving 
a reaction table 10 so as to shake the vessel, by which an antigen-antibody reaction is effected. The 
reaction liquid is dispensed from the vessel 12 by a fractionally collecting and dispensing means 146 
and is dispensed into a sample chamber 1 62 from which the liquid Is transferred to a detecting part 
164. The detecting part digitizes the degree of agglutination of the insoluble carrier by using an optical 
means and quantitativety determines the antigens or antibodies in the specimen. 
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
